The part of Berkeley which ajoins a contested lot ’legally’ 
owned by the University of California (U.C.), known as People's 
Park, is under virtual martial law. The supposed civil liberties 
guarenteed by bourgeois law have essentially been suspended as 
the University attempts to reassert control over this territory. 

Before 1967, the lot, located just south of the campus, was 
the site of houses and apartment buildings. Many of the residents 
were ’hippies' and political activists, whose target was frequently 
the University. U.C. used the process of eminent domain , the take 
over of private land for 'necessary' public use, to force the owners 
of the dwellings to sell the land at below-market price, for the 
expressed purpose of constructing new dormitories, even though 
existing dormitories had many vacancies (students in that area often 
couldn't stand to live in the regimented University residences). A 
more honest assessment by the board of Regents, a group of 
Corporate bigwigs appointed to run U.C. on behalf of the state, 
described the area as a "hippie concentration." The structures were 
razed, but not suprisingly, U.C. did not construct the planned 
dorms. 


This was an illegal use of eminent domain, but the statute of 
limitations on challenging the University had expired before any¬ 
one knew this was so. 

In April, 1969, an assorted group of local residents, street 
people, and student, began to turn the empty lot into a park, 
complete with a garden and children's playground. Within weeks, 
University police moved in to destroy the park and fence the lot 
Private seizure of common land, a process known as the enclosures, 
was the essential basis for the imposition of the capitalist system. 
Any moves in the opposite direction cannot be tolerated by the 
powers-that-be. Attempts to reassert public control were met with 
violent force, resulting in well-known riots which led to one death, 
one blinding, hundreds of injuries, and the imposition of martial law 
on an entire town by a huge force, which included National guard 
units equipped with armored vehicles and tear gas-spraying heli¬ 
copters.

ally boycotted it Several times in the next 
three years, attempts were made to take the 
park back. In May, 1972, in the wake of a 
massive anti-war demonstration, several 
thousand people knocked down the fence, 
pried the surface off, and dug up the ground, 
recreating the park. During the intervening 
years, the University shied away from any 
attempt to reclaim the lot, but prevented 
any moves which would seem to indicate 
acceptance of the park as common land, 
such as the construction of fixed bathrooms 
or water fountains, and the placement of 
children’s playground equiptment. These 
policies ensured that the park, which had 
become a dwelling for the growing num¬ 
bers of homeless people, deteriorated. It 
became associated in the publics mind 
(thanks in large part to a media campaign) 
with hard-drug dealing and crime. It had 
another side, that of a secure, free-speech 
zone, often used for rallies, organizing, free 
concerts and the feeding of homeless people. 

Within the last couple of years, 
the University has sought an agreement 
with the supposedly "progressive” Berke¬ 
ley city government regarding the park's 
future, in no small part to help facilitate its 
planned expansion. This culminated sev¬ 
eral months ago in a deal to divide the park, 
with the University getting the open space 
in the middle, and the city getting a lease on 
the two ends (including the "free-speech" 
stage) for five years, at the end of which the 
University could assert complete control if 
it wasn't satisfied with the situation. U.C. 
announced that it would use its portion to 
construct sand volleyball courts (a la 
Southern California) and a basketball court. 

University police began enforc¬ 
ing a 10PM curfew on the park, arresting 
violators, eventually even people who were 
standing on the adjoining sidewalk. They 
were assisted by City police who also ar- 
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You dont negotiate; you simply attack. 

Throughout the day, the crowds 
grew, as did the rage. Late in the afternoon, 
a truck carrying dirt out of the area was 
blockaded and then attacked with rocks. 
Police counter-attacked, driving the swell¬ 
ing crowd into the nearby Telegraph Av¬ 
enue shopping area, where many people 
proceeded to selectively trash and loot 
stores, largely limiting themselves to cor¬ 
porate outlets and the University store, and 
to build bonfires in the streets. Police 
attacks split the rioters into smaller groups, 
but those re-grouped, blockaded street cor¬ 
ners, set fires, and conducted guerilla raids 
against campus targets. Police violence 
was often directed against passer-bys and 
observers, who included many students. A 
14-year old girl was hit by a speeding cop 
car. A man pushing a senior citizen in a 
wheelchair was attacked, and his arm bro¬ 
ken. The entire campus had a surreal air. 
One could walk for several blocks and see 
nothing except others walking, only to sud¬ 
denly run into a group of several hundred 
rioters, and just as suddenly to run into 
rampaging cops.

Hundreds of cops from both the City and 
the University, as well as several other 
cities and University campuses, and the 
Alameda County sheriffs (known as the 
Blue Meanies), moved on the park, cleared 
a large area (arresting some 35 people).

Hundreds of cops from both the City and 
the University, as well as several other 
cities and University campuses, and the 
Alameda County sheriffs (known as the 
Blue Meanies), moved on the park, cleared 
a large area (arresting some 35 people), 
fencing it off, and bulldozers proceeded to 
destroy the park (the construction company 
is non-union). The hole being dug for the 
courts foundation was large enough to serve 
as a buildings base, which showed that the 
courts are a mere beachhead for future 
construction plans. An anonymous Univer¬ 
sity employee reported that U.C. Chancel¬ 
lor Tien decided on a confrontation course 
because of the sucess of the strategy em¬ 
ployed by George Bush in the Gulf War:

And an increasing number of 
participants are discussing the nature of 
property relations symbolized by this con¬ 
frontation. On the negative side, many 
participants are ideological (vs. tactical) 
pacifists, and all too often, their arguments

Starting today, no meetings will be allowed in the park without 
permits from both the City and the University. More construction 
is slated for the Fall. Many, if not most residents, especially the 
students, have been persuaded that the park is an eyesore/crime 
area, and the City-U.C. agreement is in the best interest of 
everyone. lit the post-Gulf War period, social oppossition is’out' 
as far as most people are concerned. So it looks bleak. But we 
intend to continue fighting.

CENSORING OF THE ARTS 

In Anne Arundel County, Maryland, a community col¬ 
lege annual faculty art show became a victim of thecensorship. 
At the center of the controversy was a satirical oil painting titled 
"Capitalism is Dead," submitted by artist and teacher Josef 
Schuetzenhoefer, depicting several world leaders shown nude, 
wearing fake male sex organs. Before the show opened, the 
painting drew praise and some complaints, causing college ad¬ 
ministrators concern. Eight foot long by eight fool wide, the 
picture was difficult to hide. To avoid offending a church group 
that uses the college auditorium, administrators asked the gallery 
director to cover the painting with black plastic. Before the show 
opened, the artist chose to withdrawl his painting and substitute 
a landscape.

Massacre in East Timor 

On November 12, 1991 the Indonesian Armed Forces 
opened fire on a crowd of 1,000-1,500 demonstrators outside a 
cemetery in East Timor. Earlier the procession had assembled at 
a memorial mass for one of the two east Timorese youths who 
were killed on October 28 at a church in the capital, Dili. Then the 
demonstrators proceeded in an independence march to the cem- 
etery carrying banners that stated slogans like V iva East Timor. 

According to eyewitnesses the shooting lasted a half an 
hour killing more than 100 or more youths. The Indonesian 
Armed Forces put the death toll at 19, with 91 injuries and 309 
detainees. Major-General Panjaitain stated at a press conference 
on November 14 that the demonstrators were carrying knives and 
that a shot rang out from the crowd. The soldiers then either had 
"kill or hft killed." and onened fire. Amy Goodman, one of two 


On April 10,1989 (a little more than two weeks after 
the Exxon Valdez nightmare) President Bush, apparently aware 
that his investment could prove to be a politically bad move (to 
say the least), put his partnership interests into a 'blind trust'; this 
means it would not appear on future financial statements.

Peoples occupied cranes on three timber barges loaded with 
timber looted from Sarawak. All of them spent the next two 
months in Miri Prison before being deported to Singapore. 

In an embarrassing attempt to appease corrupt Malay¬ 
sian Prime Minister Mohammad Mahathir, Friends of the Earth 
claimed the action "would make the situation worse." Having 
shared a cell with Penan blockaders, Jake Burbridge of Earth 
First! UK responds; "Things cannot get much worse"-The Penan 
and Dayaksface total destruction of their forests by 1995. 

The Malaysian regime claims indigineous resistance is 
down due to "agent provocateurs"-in/ac/ thousands have joined 
blockades at Long Ajeng and Sungai since 1989 and some have 
turned saboteur, drowning 30 bulldozers earlier this year. Many 
see independence from the Malaysian government, as their only 
hope for survival.

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Dozers Trashed! 

Sabotage of logging equiptment 
temporarily halted the destruction of 120 
acres of forest in the Siskiyou Mountains of 
south western Oregon. 

"It was total devastation" said 
Monte Walker, (refering to the sabotage, 
not the logging). Walker runs the forest 
roadbuilding corporation Monte Walker Inc. 
of Medford, Oregon. 

An estimated $50,000 in damage 
to three loading trucks, a bulldozer and a 
road grader has delayed the completion of 
a helicopter landing pad in the Applegate 
Valley. 

"It was sickening to see when we 
pulled up on Tuesday morning," (Nov. 19) 
Walker said. 

Just north of the Red Butte Wil¬ 
derness, this eco-system has been continu¬ 
ally exploited by timber companies, mining 
operations, cattle grazing and big game 
hunting. The region, once inhabited by 
Daukupatti peoples, now supports popula¬ 
tion of blacktail deer, black bear, mountain 
lion, bobcat, pileated woodpeckers and other 
native life from the Rouge River Basin. 

The vandals drew an insignia with 
grease on the side of one dump truck, either 
a fist or an owl in a circle. No one has 
accepted responsibility for the action and 
authorities have no leads in the case. 

Boise Cascade's southwestern di¬ 
vision said that economic concerns might 
delay the logging near Carberry Creek. 
Aerial logging was scheduled to begin on 
November 18th, but as of December 1st, 
the trees were still standing. 

"We got a higher price than we 
had anticipated, so we’re rethinking our 
position," said Russ McKinley, timberlands 
manager for Boise Cascade. Call them up 
at (800-492-1350) congratulate them on 
their buisness losses.

According to eyewitnesses the shooting lasted a half an 
hour killing more than 100 or more youths. The Indonesian 
Armed Forces put the death toll at 19, with 91 injuries and 309 
detainees. Major-General Panjaitain stated at a press conference 
on November 14 that the demonstrators were carrying knives and 
that a shot rang out from the crowd. The soldiers then either had 
to "kill or be killed." and opened fire. Amy Goodman, one of two 
American journalists who witnessed the massacre, never saw any 
armed demonstrators. Goodman said "The soldiers marched in 
controlled, deliberate formation, with guns raised. They knew 
exactly what they were going to do." 

Indonesia brutall y took over the former Portugese colony 
in 1975 killng an estimated 100,000 -200,000. The Government 
then closed East Timor to any foreigners for 13 years. The United 
Nations does not recognize Indonesia's forced takeover and 
continue to consider the Portugese government as the administering 
power. It is in this political climate that the people of East Timor, 
Irian Jaya and the other islands in this region fight battles for 
indigenous land rights and for protection of their rainforests.

Below are selected radio transmissions from the 
L*A. pigs. They were recorded between November 
1,1989 and March 4,1991. These are selected from 
an 84-page report of transcripts from the LAPD's 
mobile digital terminal (MDT) communications 
between police cars and dispatchers and those routed 
by central communications between two police ve¬ 
hicles.

Cal-EPA says it is 
treating the Navy just like any other 
private company that has flouted 
state law. However, if the fine sticks, 
it will be the first time the Navy has 
ever had to pay a penalty to a state 
for hazardous waste violations!

JUNE 24TH-SAN FRANCISCO CITY HALL 
Keith McHenry, a member of 
FOODS NOT BOMBS, was badly hurt 
when San Francisco Pigs choked him, threw 
him to the ground and dragged him off in 
handcuffs. There was apparently no reason 
for his arrest, (he was handing out literature 
at a health care rally protesting recent city 
budget cuts), although by the time he got to 
jail he had charges of assault of a police 
officer, malicious mischief and resisting 
arrest. A written statement from Bemie 
Fox, a witness, said "They were distribut¬ 
ing literature in a peaceful and law-abiding 
manner... I witnessed a SFPD officer, attack 
a member of this organization. He used a 
choke hold, then smashed his face to the 
ground, and painfully twisted this mans 
arm behind his back... He then handcuffed 
him and continued to twist his arm up to 
inflict more pain. These violent actions, 
against the man were assisted by two other 
SFPD officers." After being assaulted by 
the police, 3 hours later, he was finally 
allowed his one call-he requested a doctor. 
Later he went to St. Mary's emergency 
room; they said that ligaments and tendons 
were damaged in both wrists, his left arm, 


asked him to stop-I just figured it was part 
of "The Treatment", but soon the pain be¬ 
came unbearable, my entire hand had gone 
numb. I asked him to stop squeezing my 
handcuffs but the sadist-fucker responded 
by squeezing the cuffs even tighter. (Ironi¬ 
cally most of this took place in full view of 
the jail physicians.) After a while torturing 
my hand lost its amusement level for the 
pig, it was then time to move onto the 
beating part of "the treatment”...) I was 
thrown in a cell while four or five pigs 
proceeded to beat up my friend, knowing it 
was just a matter of time before they again 
turned their attack on me. All this happened 
in front of at least 20 (or more) members of 
the jail staff, who barely raised an eyebrow. 
After they were done beating up my friend, 
several pigs, first threw me into a concrete 
wall, then proceeded to smash my face into 
the wall, while pulling my hands behind 
my back as far as they could go, while 
hitting me in the balls. After the attack, I 
was seen by a neurologist - diagnosis, per¬ 
manent nerve damage which will continue 
to cause constant pain until I am able to 
afford surgery (approximately $5,000) The 
pain continues to this day, a moment to 
moment reminder of "Amerikan justice."
